Mexican Indians Throw Me- 
tims Into Gar and Set 
Hay on Fire 


San Diego, Cal., Sept. 26.—Bighty pas- 
sengers of a Southern Pacific Mexican 
train were thrown into a car containing 
hay and the car set on fire by a band of 
Yaqui Indians Friday, near Torres, So- 
nora, according te radio advices received 
here today from Hermosillo via Guay- 
mas. 

Only twenty passengers have been ac- 
counted for thus far, the others having 
been burned to death.

the lack of the German product. 

The Republicans will fight for a com- 
plete revision of the entire tariff law and 


a practical elimination of the free list. 


They will be in a position to embarrass 
the administration tremendously and thee 
president could not expect to drive a lim- 
ted revision through without practically 
the solid support of his party. 

In the house the Democrats will have 
a majority of only twenty-nine—less than 
the Republican majority when insurgency 
wrecked the Cannon organization in 1910.

‘supreme bench, and it is generally be- 
lieved he will be elected. In this event 
thie chairmanship will go to the south, 
Sheriey of Kentucky being the ranking 
member. . 

Outside of the committee on appropria- 


tions only two other chairmanships of. 


importance are held by northern Demo- 
crates. These are of the committees on 
pensions and ihvalid pensions. Both are 
held by Ohioansa, the former by Key and 
the latter by Sherwood, a veteran of the 
civil war. 


Will Demand South Give In. 

The proposal ‘of the Members of the 
north is to go to President Wilson and 
demand that he urge the southern Demo- 
crates to disgorge some of the places they 
now hold by reason of seniority. 

A@visers of the president look with 
much anxiety on the developments which 
are sure to follow the request. . 

In the first place, the Democratic ma- 
jority in the house has been reduced to 
such a small figure that Ha sufficient 
number of the southerners take umbrage 
at the demand that they give up their 
places, they can prevent any measure ad- 
vocated by the president from being 
passed. 

On the other hand, there are sufficient 
northern Democrats to bring the same 
methods into play if the southerners in- 
sist upon “ hogging everything. 

Party May Be Split. 

The argument which the northerners 
will use is that the Democratic party can- 
not afford to go into the next presidential 
election with the characterization of being 
only a sectional party: 

Unless the southern Democrats are will- 
ing to sacrifice their places, the northern- 
ers believe they will wreck the party. This 
view they will present to President WII- 
son in its strongest form. 

It also will be contended thet with ques- 
tions of national defense and revenue 
prominent on the legislative program, the 
committees should be representative of all 
sections of the country, instead of being 
controlled by the south, which embraces 
less than one-sixth of the population.

| WHAT COUNTY SHOULD DO 
IN TREATING THE INSANE, 


Ir H. L DAVIS, X. D. 

{Former Supertutendent of Payehopathic Hospital.) 
HAT is Cook county doing, or rather not 
doing, what i ought te de for ite se- 
called insane charges? If the question of 
the mental health of a given community 
is one of vital importance, how long will 
the investigations rélating to its preservation be 
carried on unter such discouraging conditions as 
now exist in this county and possibly through-

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out. our country? Im view of the fact that thei. 


public is getting more and more interested in all 
matters affecting ite general welfare, it would 
hardly seem necessary to make a special plea for 
the granting of opportunities for study for those 
Whose chief interest is to ascertain the surest and 
best means of promoting rational theught and’ 
action. ) 1 
What is insanity? How may the ravages of 


uals responsible fer their actions? These prob- 
lems touching the foundations of the socia) struc- 
ture are daily propounded, but in reality the pub- 
lic seems wholly indifferent as to the manner in 
which these questions are answered, as is clearly 
proved by the fact that serious investigation con- 


ly been begun. 

Fortunate indeed would be the community in 
which there was a fully equipped and well organ- 
ized psychopathic hospital dedicated to the solu- 
tion of these problems. The important function 
of ascertaining by way of proper laboratory 
psychological and pathological work the underly<- 
ing causes of mental abnormalities, and, having 
ascertained such causes, to prevent, by proper in- 
struction of medical men and the public, the in- 
crease and possibly the development of this class 
of diseases, would be accomplished. 

Such a hospital would then also be in a posi- 
‘tion to offer the best of actual hospital care to 
patients who have been unfortunate enough to 
break down mentally. The modern hospital should 
be equipped to the extent of giving this class of 
patients the best of scientific care and nursing 
so as to facilitate the most rapid recovery where 
recovery is possible, 

; << 

Cc.ok county alongside of other large commun! - 
ties In our country has gone through the several 
stages of evolution in regard to this important 
branch of our gocial life. While only a short 
space of fifteen or twenty years ago Cook county 
could only offer ite so-called insane a barred cell 
and an ignorant and at times even a brutal at- 
tendant in the way of caring for an unfortunately 
mentally sick person, it has today reached the 
point where by the untiring efforts of ite county 
authorities, past and present, it ig in actual pos- 
session of a splendidly built and fully equipped 
hospital of sufficient bed capacity for taking care 
of this class of patients. A great deal, though, re- 
mains undone in accomplishing the best resulta. 

What are our further needs? To fulfill ite 
curative function the psychopathic hospital must 
be properly manned. That means a sufficient 
number of resident physicians, graduate nurses, 
and well trained attending nurses. The hospital 
should be used to its full bed capacity, as. that 
would offer an opportunity of properly separating 
the different classes of patients. Under present 
conditions the maniacal patient, the patient suf- 
fering from an exhaustion psychosis, and even the 
patient suffering from only an abnormal border- 
line mental state are thrown together with un- 
gratifying and sometimes disastrous results, 

Another, reason is that it would give the, aue 
thorities in charge of the hospital the oppor- 
tunity to keep patients suffering from acute 
forms of mental disturbance a sufficient time to 
give them an opportunity to recover without be--. 
ing legally adjudged insane and committed to a 

. — 

Improper nursing because of an insufficient 
number of nurses is often the cause of loss of 
life in certain forms of severe exhaustion, intoxi- 
| ecations, and deliria. Provision should be made to 
Have at least three or four resident physicians, 
one of them preferably a woman. The interne 
service of the Cook county hospital should alse 
be extended go that every interne should be given 
the opportunity to have at least not less than 
sixty or ninety days’ service in this department. 
As far as the staff of nurses is concerned there 
ought to be at least one Ktending nurse to ever 
five patients in the receiving, wards and in the 
wards containing disturbed patients. 

As to the other departments of convalescing 
patients or of the border-line cases, one attending 
nurse for each ten or fifteen patients would be 
sufficient. There should also be on duty day and 
night a graduated trained nurse in each ward: the 
whole of this branch of the service to be in 
charge of a head nurse who is to be solely re- 
sponsible to the superintendent of the institution. 

The services of a well trained pathologist are an 
absoluté necessity to fulfill the more important 
function of ascertaining the underlying causes of 
mental abnormalities. A sufficient number of 
stenographers and typists should be on hand to 
facilitate the keeping of proper histories of ex- 
aminations, course of the disease, and treatment 
of admitted patients. The value of such records 
is twofold: Firstly, its clinteal value in study- 
ing different forms of psychoses. Secondly, a copy 
of such a record accompanying the patient to the 
institution to which he may be committed would 
be of the greatest value to the further care of 
the patient in that institution. 

~~. 


The extension of the existing social service de- 
partment is also desirable. The after care of pa- 
tients discharged from the psychopathic or state 
hospital is of the greatest importante. A Sum- 
cient number of this classe of workers should be 
provided to assist this class of patients to re- 
establish themselves in life and to get along with- 
out a further breakdown. 

The out-patient department for which physical 
facilities have been provided should be promptly 
opened up. The doors of this department should 
be wide open, so that every one who feels in need 
of the services of the institution will have the 
right to enter and be treated. This department 
will require the servieés of one physician and 
two nurses and a few social workers. 

Facilities have been provided for teaching pur- 
poses. It has been one of the greatest drawbacks 
in the proper handling and caring of so-called in 
sane that few physicians a@® acquainted with 
abnormal mental activities and therefore often 
tall to recoenize it in proper time, thus endanger~ 
ing the chances of the ‘patients’ prompt recovery 
and sometimes their life. ; 

While the need of a special institution such as 
we have now established is obvious, ft is feared 
that it will not exercise its greatest’ usefulness 
unless conditions regulating the admission of pa- 
tients to the hospital are changed. If should de 
possible for patients suffering from so-called psy- 
chopat hie disorders and conditions usually classed 
as border-line cases to enter the hospital without 
any legal procedure. According to our laws, an 
order from the county judge must be procured be- 
fore the patient can be admftted. The law also 
provides that the cases must be disposed of with- 
in ten days after admission. An attempt has been

Frank Willard, called the attention of 
the colonel in a letter to certain gross 
pieces of fraud and dishonesty. The let- 
ter was ignored by the colonel. Subse- 
quently the fratde developed into a pub- 
lic scandal, which engaged the attention 
of the authorities, and at the inquiry, 
Lieut. Willard testified that he had writ- 
ten to the colonel about the matter, call- 
ing hie attention to the frauds, and filing 
a complaint, 

The colonel swore that he had never re- 
ceived the letter, and as Willard was 
unable at the time to establish proofs 
that the letter bad been duly received, 
he was deprived of his commission, ahd 
dismissed from the army for making 
false charges against his commanding 
He at once enlisted as a private 
in the Black Watch, and by his gallantry 
at Ypres won promotion to the rank of

WHEAT TRADERS | 
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a Weather Condi- 
tions Upset, Calculations 


Congestion in September wheat lest 
week was pronounced, but the directors 
declared velvet chaff No. 1 northern de- 
liverable with dockage and this relieve 
the situation temporarily. Later de- 
velopments indicated little wheat would 
be delivered uncleaned, and first deliv- 
eries of wheat including dockage were 
replaced dy certificates calling for 
cleaned wheat. In the meantime the 
shortage in Septembér was materially 
reduced by pit operations, the shorts 
buying in September and selling Décem- 


- 


tember. 

The developments in September 
called atelier te to the possibility of much 
the same conditions existing later on in 
the December, with the result that trad- 
| ers ‘who had sold December and bought 
| May were free buyers of December, The 
| conditions prevailing the latter part of 
September are abnormal, and it remains 
to be seen how long they will continue. 


Conditions Are Abnormal. . 

Weather conditions have upset all val- 
culations. Shippers have been in hot 
water for weeks, and the shorts who 
sold wheat have been unable to get much 
comfort out of the situation, as winter 
wheat of good quality continues to be a 
scarce article and commands high prem!i- 
ums. Spring wheat, while of good quality 
and with the biggest crop in many years, 
has too many holes to fill to become plen- 
tiful for some time. 

Much depends on whether with good 
weather and thrashing of stacked wheat 
in the winter wheat belt the supply of 
contract wheat will show any increase, 
While winter wheat offerings are liberal, 
the unusual demand from winter wheat 
millers, the building up of stocks in the 
spring wheat country, together with the 
substitution of spring wheat for winter 
wheat to ship abroad, assures a demand 
that generally promises to be broad 
enough to take ali the wheat for some 
time to come. 


Flour Stocks Small. 

Flour dealers throughout the country 
permitted their stocks to become ex- 
tremely low at the expiration of the last 
crop year in anticipation of a big winter 
wheat movement. With this condition 
the three months of unfavorable weather 
have emphasized the bullish situation, al- 
though there is no doubt the ‘crop is the 
largest in the history of the country. In 
Europe crops generally are of poor qual- 
ity and late in moving, while the yields 
are moderate at best Im the aggregate. 

Qverything points to a big demand for 
the spring wheat which was secured under 
favorable conditions and is of exceMent 
quality. The Canadian wheat should find 
a ready market abroad, while our spring 
wheat should be in good demand. Farm- 
ers are not disposed to market freely in 
many sections. The bearish effect of the 
big’ crop probably will not be felt until 
stocks increase to normal proportions, 
2nd possibly not until the Australian and 

Argentine wheat begins to nrove later on. 


Corn Sentiment Mixed. 

Traders have enthused little over the 
light frosts, as there has been a slow cash 
demand for corn recently. Some shorts 
have desired to take profits, and the 
strength in wheat has checked the selling. 
The possibility of a hard frost is about 
the main bullish argument at the present 
time, and recent weather oonditions have 
been favorable. On the other hand, 
there have been secured immense hay, 
alfalfa, and other forage crops. 

Bulls can obtain little encouragement 
from foreign conditions. While the wheat 
crop was disappointing in some countries 
there were good forage crops abroad, and 
the big corn shipments from Argentina 
effectiually checked any demand from 
this side. Argentina is shipping at the 


rate of nearly 6,000,000 bu per week, and 


even with these shipments Stocks are in- 
creasing at the ports. With a slow do- 
mestic and export call, the light stocks 
do not cut as big a figure as they would 
if there was much demand. 


Oats Movement Fair. 

Oates continue to move in fair volume 
and we are now entering a period where 
the Canadian oats will compete with our 
crop. The dominion probably has raised 
the biggest crop of oats in its history and 
the surplus will be shipped abroad. Last 
year the Canadian crop was practically 
a failure and this country had the export 
geld to itself, Now the prices will depend 
mainly on domestic conditions.

HUGE SUMS FOR 
BETTER FARMING 


U. S. to Spend $4,750,000 
Next Year in Agriculture 
Demonstrations. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—[Special.] 
—Four million, seven hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars is the sum to be spent 
on farm demonstration work throughout 
the United States next year, according 
to an announcement by the department 
of agriculture. Of this sum, $86,530 is 
to be spent in Michigan, $117,279 in Ohio, 
$182,362 in Indiana, $142,539 in Illinois, 
$217,628 in Iowa, and $127,721 in Minne- 
sota. * 

From the treasury of the United States 
will be paid a large part of the money 
to carry on this work. The federal pay- 
ments for the United States will amount 
to $1,080,000. All except that paid by the 
federal government is raised within the 
state, county, or locality in which the 
work is carried on. 

The statement of the department shows 
that a large part of the money to be spen* 
by the federal government this yeear is 
provided by the Smith-Lever act, which 
ultimately will give $4,580,000 a year for 
— demonstration and home economics 
wo 


‘$10,000 for Each State. 

Under the terms of the act $10,000 of 
federal fund is appropriated annually to 
each of the forty-eight states. In addi- 
tion to the $480,000 the act provides for 
next year $600,000 of federal Smith-Lever 
funds. The sum will be increased an- 
nually $500,000 until 1923 when the maxi- | 
mum government appropriation of 
$4,580,000 will be reached. 

The additional appropriations divided 
among the states in the proportion that 
the rural population of each state bears 
to the total rural population of the United 
States. Any state to share in this fed- 
eral fund must appropriate and spend in 


extension work at least an equal amount 


‘of money from all sources within tho 
state. The money from the state will 
bring the Joint demonstration fund to 
$1,680,000 this year. 

In addition to the Smith-Lever fund 
however, the department of agriculture 
during 1916 will expend from its own 
appropriations for farmers’ codperative 
demonstrative Work and for other direct 
field instruction in special subjects over 
$1,025,000. 7 


States Raise Part of Sum. 

The states will raise from sources with- 
in the state and spend for demonstration 
work a total of 2, 00 000. Michigan will 
receive from the Smith-Lever funds, $28,- 
082; Ohio, $35,557; Indiana, $28,781; Un- 
nois, $36,282; Iowa, $28,781; Minnesota, 
$24,899. 

From the state the Smith-Lever fund 
will be augmented in the following 
amounts: Michigan, $18,082; Ohio, $25,- 
507; Indiana, $18,931; Illinois, $26,282; 
Iowa, 618,781; Minnesota, $14,809. 

Under the head of farmers’ co-opera- 
tive demonstration work, the department 
proposes to spend in addition to the Smith- 
Lever fund, the following amounts: Mich- 
wan, $16,002; Ohio, $7,401; Indiana, 818, 
161; Illinois, $26,282; Lowa, $18,781; Minne- 
sota, $18,061. 


Demonstrations on Farms. 
Under the direction of Dr. Even Mun- 
ford, who is stationed at the Michigan 
Agricultural college, Lansing, eighteen 
county agents are carrying on the dem- 
onstration work in Michigan. Instead 
of taking the farmers to the college to 
show them how to operate their farms 


the demonstrators are giving them prac- 


tical instruction on their own farms. 

“In Illinols the work has not deveol- 
oped much in the south half of the atate, 
but in the wealthy counties of the north 
as much as $5,000 to $7,000 a year is 
went in farm demonstration work,“ said 
C. B. Smith, who is in charge of the work.
